The Soviet Union, which 
made tests in the northern area, 
announced March 31 it was sus- 
pending tests. 

Measurement of nuclear fall- 
out over large parts of the 
world is one activity of IGY. 

Kawabata is a member of the 
IGY discussion group on fall- 
out here. He submitted a form- 
al report which was distributed 
by the IGY headquarters, 


Kawabata gave this time- 


table for the arrival of fallout 
in Japan: 
From Bikini or Eniwetok, 


one to two weeks. 

From the Nevada area, 
to four weeks. | 

From Sibéria and the Arctic 
area, three days to one week, 

“Dusts produced at Siberia or 
in the Arctic region reached 
Japan more directly” than those 
from -Eniwetok, which move 
with the ‘tropical winds, then 
turn in the neighborhood of the 
Philippine Islands toward 
Japan, Kawabata said, 

“In the case of the (British) 
experiment at Christmas Island, 
we had no conspicuous radio- 
activity which might be at- 
tributed to the general air cur- 
rents which spread out the 
radioactive cloud more.” 


Kawabata explained that the 
fallout was measured with 
every rainfall since April 1955. 
This gives a level, and the meas- 
urement showed peaks corre- 
sponding to nuclear explosion 
tests. 

“These peak values seemed to 
be larger for tests in Siberia 
than those in Eniwetok,” he 
said. 

He added: 


“The level of dust  radio- 
activity is steadily increasing 
and the latest value is at least 
10 times what it has been. This 
seems due to frequent tests in 
Siberia or in the Arctic.”

Gov't Mulls | 
Insurance for 
Students 


The Education Ministry is 
considering enactment of a law 
which would give the benefits of 
a national health insurance to 
all students receiving compul- 
sory education. 

The contemplated law ,would 
require all schools giving com- 
pulsory education to subscribe 
to the system insuring children 
against various hazards, 


Compulsory education extends 
for nine years, including six of 
primary and three years of low- 
er secondary education. 


The. ministry was stimulated 
by the increasing spread of stu- 
dent insurance on a prefectural 
or municipal basis, prowiding 
medical care or financial aid to 
school children stricken with 
serious illness or involved in 
accidents, 

Starting with Shimane Pre- 
fecture in 1950, a total of 14 
prefectures now have health or 
accident insurance of one kind 
or another for their school chil- 
dren. Five other prefectures 
are now in the planning stage. 

In these prefectures, school 
children pay from ¥10 to ¥30° 
a year to the insurance system 
which is generally operated by 
the prefectural or municipal 
governments with’ funds 
amounting to ¥3 to ¥4 million 
a. year, 


The Education Ministry 
Wants to coordinate these 
separate insurance systems as 


well as give a firmer financial 
support by establishing a cen- 
trai administrative machinery. 

A total of 170,000 school chil- 
dren receiving compulsory edu- 
cation suffered injuries requir- 
ing more than a week's treat- 
ment while at school or under 
the supervision of teacher's 
supervision away from school 
last year.

Moscow Space Conferees 
Believe in Ship With ‘Arms’ 


MOSCOW (UPI)—The _  con- 
sensus of the current space 
conference here @¢ppears to be 
that the first space ship to visit 
the moon will be an unmanned 
drone, perhaps equipped with 
yards-long mechanical “arms.’ 

A subcommittee of the Inter- 

national Geophysical Assembly's 
rocket and satellite section is dis- 
cussing moon-rocket prospects 
behind closed doors. The reason 
for secrecy is obscure, but—per- 
haps because this is Moscow— 
even the Americans present are 
reluctant to discuss the subject. 

One who was willing to talk 
asked that his name be with- 
held. 


“The moon affords ainda 


ty for study of a body which 
represents the universe as it 
was millions of years ago.” he 
said. “We don’t want a space 
ship spreading spores or 
bacteria, scattering dust and 
possibly damaging the surface 


for scientific purposes through 
the crew's moving about in the 
area i which it takes samples. 

“The way we are thinking 
now is that a sterile space ship 
should land. Equipped with an 
apparatus which enables it to 
scoop up specimens far enough 
from the ship Bo that the sur- 
face will be undisturbed, un- 
damaged and uncontaminated— 
perhaps a long extension arm of 
some sort. We're still kicking 
ideas. around.” 

The rocket and satellite sec- 
tion also is discussing means of 
limiting the number of artificial 
satellites in space and destroy- 
ing those that have served their 
purpose, 

Observers said the Russians 
have been frank and fairly in- 
formative about space develop- 
ments, but on a number of sub- 
jects—notably future plans— 
they have been uncompromis- 


ingly close-mouthed,

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP)—A 
big army munitions dump was 
ripped Saturday by a series of 
blasts. Military authorities said 
the casualty toll could not be 
determined but civilian officials 
said 50 persons may have been 
killed, 


Rescue workers were kept 
out of the shattered area 18 
miles from Pio de Janeiro for 
fear more artillery shells might 
go off. 

The War Ministry issued a 
communique calling on the 
population to remain calth in 
the wake of the shattering 
blasts that spread panic over a 
wide area. 

Artur de Vargas Jr., who was 
in a housing development near 
the scene, described the blasts 
as “something terrifying.” 

The main blast occurred in 
the Cambul munition dump in 
the town of Deodoro. Two 
army regiments are stationed 
near the dump. 

The newspaper Diario da 
Noite quoted President Juscelino 
Kubitschek as saying the army 
estimated the damage at one 
billion cruzeiros (about $7,500,- 
000). 

An army spokesman said the 
explosions apparently were 
caused by spontaneous combus- 
tion and ruled out the possibili- 
ty of sabotage.

The ministry attributed the 
phenomenon to increased in- 
comes of farmers as a result of 
continued bumper crops of rice 
since 1955, 

On the basis of its nationwide 
survey made Feb. 1, this year, 
the ministry said farmers pos- 
sessed a total of 1,000,971 elec- 
tric motors, or 0.8 per cent more 
than a year ago. 

Farmers owned 205,636 die- 
sel engines, or an increase of 
3.8 per cent over the previous 
vear, and 1,333,104 gasoline and 
light-oll engines, or 9.5 per cent 
more, 

Smail farming tractors in- 
creased sharply by 61.2 per cent 
to 219,995 units. But the rate 
of tractor-owners among Japan’ 
farmers was still a mere S per 
cent. 

Motor sprayers mumbered 
126,623 and motor dusters 21,445, 
or a total of 148,068. The total 
figure represented an increase 
of 28.5 per cent over the pre- 
ceding year. 

Farmers held 2,199,833 Motor 
threshers, or 3.2 per cent more 
than a Year ago. The figure 
shows that 45 per cent of all 
farmers had this machine. 

Motor cutters totaled 220,788 
ar an increase of 124 per cent. 

In .addition, farmers owned 
63,874 three-wheeled motorcy- 
cles, or 9.6 per cent more than 
the previous year.

U.S. Hears 
Wheat Plan 
Suggestions 


BROOKINGS, $.D. (AP) — 
The International Wheat Con- 
ference has ended here with 
endorsement in general of 
United States’ surplus disposal 
policies but with suggestions 
for changes in the program. 


Revisions suggestion dealt 
mostly with giving more 
advantages to countries receiv- 
ing surplus wheat under U.S. 
law. 


The law, otherwise known as 
the Agricultural Trade Develop- 
ment and Assistance Act, pro- 
vides for sale of U.S. farm com- 
modities to undeveloped coun- 
tries. Payment is made in the 
form of their own currency in- 
stead of U.S. dollars. Proceeds 
of sales are loaned back to the 
country where the grain is sent 
for its economic development. 


R. L. Kristjanson,. conference 


coordinator, read the more 
than half dozen suggestions 
made at the two weeks’ meet- 


ing attended by delegates and 
observers from 15 nations, 


Kristjanson emphasized that 
no official resolutions were 
made. He said purpose of the 
conference was primarily to 
talk over problems involved in 
surplus wheat utilization. Ac- 
cordingly, suggestions were the 
limit of conference conclusions. 

Participating nations included 
the United States, Canada, 
Turkey, Israel, Pakistan, India, 
Iraq, Australia, Korea, Japan 
and Spain. There were observers 
from the United Arab nations, 
Philippines, Thailand and 
Colombia. 


85% of Salmon 
Target Caught 


The 16 Japanese oa fish- 
ing fleets operating in the north 
Pacific are expected to attain 
fully by the Aug. 10 deadline 
the goal set for this year under 
the Japan-Soviet fishery agree- 
ment. 

The Fishery Board announced 
Friday that the fleets operating 
in Aleutian and Sea of Okhotsk 
Waters caught a total of 78,468 
tons of salmon as of July 31. 
This is 85.5 per cent of the goal 
of 91,667 tons set for fleets head- 
ed by mother ships. 

The Board believes the fleets 
will be able to fulfill the Hmit 
by the deadline if the weather 
conditions are good. 

-It was earlier feared that the 
fleets would not be able to reach 
the goal set because of unfavor- 
able conditions at the start of 
tHe fishing season.

An ominous war cloud is hanging low over the Near 


and Middle East. 


People everywhere are viewing the daily 


headlines with a great deal of anxiety, lest the situation 


erupt into a shooting war. 


At this critical period in history, we believe it will 
serve a useful purpose to‘present representative Japanese 


views on the situation. 


Since thé turn of the century, 


Japan has been involved in a number of wars and “inci- 
dents”-which have taught the people a lesson through 


frightful experience. 


One lesson is that nothing can be settled by war. This 
may sound commonplace, but it is certainly a fact which 
the Japanese people have learned with the result that they 
shy away from even the thought of war. 

_ Japan’s military adventure in Manchuria—establishing 
a semicolonial puppet government there—forced her in 
time to move into North China and gave rise to the Sino-

Whether this lesson can be applied to the present situa-

Another valuable lesson which history certainly should 
have taught the world is that war brings an unexpected 


train of events. 


The objective of World War I was to defeat German na- 


tionalism. 


But while the Allies were accomplishing this 


aim, they saw the rise of a Bolshevik regime in Russia 


following a violent revolution, 


This unpredicted by-pro- 


duct of the war against Germany developed into one of 
the crucial turning points of the 20th century. 

Likewise, World War II was fought to overthrow Nazi 
Germany, Fascist Italy and ultranationalist Japan. Again, 
the objective was achieved, but a number of unforeseen 


events also took place. 


The Soviets, for instance, built up 


a System of satellite countries in East Europe and Asia. 
At the same time, the colonial empires of the Western 
powers crumbled in Asia and Africa. 

If the situation in the Near and Middle East is allowed 


to deteriorate into an armed 


conflict, who can tell what 


strange—and perhaps fearful—by-products it may bring. 


A third lesson which Japan would like the world to 
ponder in these critical times is that the age of colonialism 


is rapidly drawing to a close. 


Japan’s loss of her colonial empire was actually in 


keeping with the times. 


If Japan had kept her overseas 


territories, who can say what grave troubles would be 


besetting her today. 
former colonies. 


She is 


better off now without her 


Tronically, the Soviet Union gained a colonial empire 


while other nations were losing theirs. 


And the price she 


has had to pay for that “privilege” can be seen in the 
bloody uprisings in Hungary among other East European 


countries, 


France has experienced the dreadful drain of men and 
money in Algeria and Indochina where she attempted to 
fight the trend against colonialism. 


Arab nationalism is a case in point. 


It might be pos- 


sible to control it by military power for a while, but it is 


here to stay. 


The sensible step would be to help it develop 
in a healthful manner toward-constructive ends. 


The start- 


ing point for such a course would be to realize that the 
State of dependence of the Arab countries on others is 
rapidly becoming a thing of the past. 


The strong feeling of hatred against war, the realization 
of its utter futility and the sympathetic desire to do away 
with aay ema and the colonial mentality represent ‘the 


thoughts Which the majority 


of the Japanese people have 


on the world situation today, especially as they concern 


the Near and Middle East. 


It does not seem possible at the present time that the 
Situation in that crucial area will develop into an armed 


conflict.

NEW YORK—Election of 
Gen, Fuad Chehab as President 
and prospective peacemaker in 
tormented Lebanon gives the 
United States an opportunity to

Gen. Chehab is in a position 
to help turn Lebanon into a 
sort of Switzerland of the Mid- 
die East—a neutral in the quar- 
rels between Arab and Arab, 
Arab and Westerner and the 
two great world blocs.

Indeed, there has been 
reason to believe that the United

A large number of Lebanese, 
both Christian and Moslem.

They 
see Lebanon’s future contribu- 
tion to stability in her service 
as a bridge between extremes 
in the Middle East. For Leba- 
non, the role would be in keep- 
ing with tradition. 

Apparently Gamal Abdel Nas- 
sers intention with regard to 
Lebanon was to exercise control 
over her foreign policy. This 
will come about if the extrem- 
ists among the opposition have 
their way. But if Chehab can

The report published by -the 
United Nations Observer team 
in Lebanon has emphasized 
that it was unable to discover 
infiltration by any group into 
Lebanon with the purpose of 
fighting with the rebel side. 
This report has further weaken- 
ed the basis on which American 
forces can remain in Lebanon. 
lf the U.S. forces pull out, it will 
facilitate the withdrawal of the 
British forces from Jordan. 
The pullout of these forces will 
certainly be instrumental in 
easing international tension 
centering around the Middle 
Fast. The biggest question 
facing Lebanon will be the time 
when President Camille Cha- 
moun will transfer his political 
power to the newly-elected Pres- 
ident Maj.

The rebels*are demanding Cha- 
moun’s immediate stepdown, 
but he says he intends to com 
plete his tenure of office. This 
difference also presents the

The national convention of the 
Japan Communist Party’s leav- 
ing its party platform undecided 
shows that there still remains 
some “gloom” within the organi- 
zation. The approval of the poli- 
tical report and party reguila- 
tions by the convention, how- 
ever, is sufficient to show that 


an end has been put to the in- 
ternal trouble of the Communist 
Party, although not without .a 
partial revision. The party's 
unity has also been strengthen- 
ed through an increase in the 
number of party officials. The 
idea of the party’s main faction 
to make the formula of Japan's 
revolution fit in with demands 
frorn international communism 
will eventually prevail within 
the party.

Ihara, who has 
commanded the Self-Defense 
Fleet for the past two years, 
will succeed Vice Adm.

Shortly before the end of the 
war, he served as secretary to 
the late Adm. Kantaro Suzuki, 
then the Prime Minister. He 
held the rank of captain when 
the war ended. 

After the war, Ihara served 
with the Japan Hvypothec Bank 
for some time. In 1953, he re- 
turned to the sea by joining 
the then Maritime Guard Fleet, 

He is soft-mannered and has 
many acquaintances in political 
circles, 

An all-round athlete, he is 
particularly good at tennis. He 
once won the championship in 
tennis tournaments of the de- 
funct Japanese Combined Fleet. 


He is a devoted husband and 
likes going to the theater with 
his wife. The couple have no 
children. 

The Self-Defense Fleet was a 
small force two years ago, with 
frigates constituting its main- 
stay. Since Adm. Ihara assum- 
ed command, the fleet has in- 
creased its strength largely 
with the addition of a number 
of Japanese-built ships.

The Labor Scene

The Sohyo Convention—An Evaluation

The battle between the Ota- 
Iwai mainstream group and 
the Takano opposition tenden- 
cy has been duplicated within 
a number of national industrial 
federations affiliated with Sohyo. 


The Takano faction was sup 
ported by the overwhelming 
majority of the very large 


Teachers Union (Nikkyoso 589,- 
000) and could count on the 
support of the left-wing Kaku- 
do faction (and Communist 
Party supporters) of the 350,000 
Railroad Workers Union which 
coutrollied about one-third of 
the organization's voting power. 


However, big changes have 
trken place during the’ last 
year; at the Sohyo convention 


only about half of the Nikkyoso 
delegates supported the Takano 


position and the Kakudo rail- 
road workers faction faces a 
prospect of isolation and de- 
cline. 


In addition to these only 1) 
affiliates, mostiy small ones, 
whose combined membership 
not surpass 300,000 could 
counted as pro-Takano or- 
ganizations; scattered splinter 
support was provided by a 
srnall number of delegates from 
such unions as the steel work- 
ers (Tekko Roren) which did 
not count for very much, 

No better example can be 
provided than the case of the 
Railroad Workers Union which, 
several years ago, was consider- 
ed as the pace-setter and power- 
house among Sohyo unions but 
aS a result of last year’s disas- 
trous confrontation with the 
Government, it has been reduc- 
ed to fs rather ineffectual 
state. ett of the union's dif- 
ficulties derive from an excess 
of factionalism which has creat- 
ed a state of disunity and Which 
reduced the organization to a 
state of paralysis when sub- 
jected to Government repres- 
~Jions. 

Hitherto the Kakudo faction 
shared leadership control with 
the left Mindo group which is 
the largest tendency and closely

allied with the Sohyo main- 
stream group. It was the 
Kakudo faction which was 


largely responsible for the ad- 
venturistic and fateful Niigata 
railroad strikes last year which 
aroused public opinion and pro- 
vided the Government with the 
pretext to take strong measures 
against the union. 

Despite the costly conse- 
quences of this incident to the 
Railroad Union the Kakudo 
tendency has continued to 
press for. an extremist policy 
of “offensive” which is beyond 
the capacities of the union and 
would be the surest way to or- 
ganizational self-destruction. 

Confronted by this situation 
and the urgent necessity to pro- 
vide the organization with a 
united leadership that would be 
realistic and could rebuild the 
strength of the union, a 
realignment of the various fac- 
tions recently took place. 

The ‘left Mindo group united 
with the moderate right Mindo 
faction to constitute a new 
majority at the recent conven- 
tion of the Railroad Union 
which eliminated the Kakudo 
group from all key positions 
of authority in an effort to end 
the anarchy of a divided leader- 
ship working at cross-purposes. 

It is interesting to note that 
according to reliable reports the 
small Communist Party faction, 
being realists and comprehend- 
ing the general situation, at- 
tempted from behind the scenes 
to convince the Kakudo leaders 
to arrive at an agreement with 
the left Mindo people. However 
since the ultraleftist Kakudo 
tendency refused to compro- 
mise, the Communist Party de- 
legates reluctantly were forced 
to go along with their allies.

A bitter struggle has been 
raging within the _ Teachers 
Union over the strategy to be 
employed in the efficiency rat- 
ing dispute. Just this week, : 
a special convention of Nik- 
kyoso, the opposing tendency 
led by Sadamitsu Miyanohara, a 
close associate of the Iwal-Ota 
Sohyo mainstream group, suc- 
ceeded in wresting the post of 
secretary general from the pro- 


Teachers 


Takano Hiragaki and eiecting 
Mivyanohara in his stead. Be- 
hind the scenes, Communist 


Party delegates who are closely 
allied with the Hiragaki faction 
unsuccessfully attempted to 
have them proceed with greater 
moderation. 

Therefore’ one can observe a 
growing difference between the 
two major forces which was 
clearly manifested at the Sohyo 
convention. In the st the 
union leaders of the present 
Sohyo mainstream .group did 
not possess a clear-cut point of 
view which contrasted with the 
Takano type of extremism, 

However, the bitter experi- 
ences and the obstacles encoun. 
tered in the recent period 
have served to provide them 
with an improved degree of 
realism. While it did not mat- 
ter too much to them to com- 
promise with the opposition 
over matters of foreign policy 
or ideological considerations, 
however, when an incorrect es- 
timation of labor's capacities 
and unrealistic tactics meant 
endangering the very survival 
of Sohyo, then they were forced 
to take forceful action. 

It is in the light of this that 
one can evaluate the signifi- 
cance of the events of the 
Sohvo convention as well as the 
factional realignments that are 
taking place within a number 
of unions. 

At last year’s Sohyo conven- 
tion there was a general atmos- 
phere of compromise between 
the two factions despite their 
differing points of views. How- 


ever, at the 1958 conclave the 
lines were tightly drawn and 
one could perceive a sharp 
emotional clash. 

The Sohyo leadership has 
come to realize that the past 


practice. of condoning or com- 
promising with the ultraleftists 
has been partly responsible for 
past defeats in the Railroad 
Union and is now threatening 
the exXistence of the big Teach- 
ers Union. Faced on the one 
hand by a confident conserva- 
tive Government which has 
just emerged from a successful 
election campaign and which is 
deeply hostile to Sohyo, on the 
other hand, the growing evid- 
ences of a deepening economic 
recession and a resultant in- 
crease in mass discharges and 
layoffs and redoubled employer 
resistance against union stand- 
ards and wage demands, calls 
for a cautious union strategy. 

In the face of all this the de- 
mand by the Takano tendency 
for Sohyo to revert to an 
“offensive” strategy is adjudged 
as suicidal. Sohyo leaders can 
no longer afford the luxury of 
placating extremist elements; 
survival and preservation of 
their strength and resources re- 
quire a clamping down on the 
irresponsible elements,
